1 . I currently hold the position of Professor in the Department of Chemistry and 
Biochemistry, College of Natural Sciences, at the University of Texas at Austin. 

2. Attached are datasheets from the laboratory notebooks of Daniel C. Hirschhorn. 
These datasheets illustrate work that was carried out in my laboratory at the University of Texas 
at Austin prior to April 1 3, 200 1 . 
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3. Page 1 of the datasheets shows experiments usii^ transgenic tobacco plants 
transformed with lactate dehydrogenase-C4 (LDH-C4). This datasheet shows results for the 
preparation of plant leaf extracts from these transgenic plants for the testing of these extracts for 
toxicity in mice. Also shown on the datasheet are results from an ELISA assay confirming the 
presence of LDH-C4 in the transgenic plant extracts. The transgenic plants expressing LDH-C4 
were generated prior to these experiments. 

4. Page 2 of the datasheets shows an experiment where extracts from recombinant 
tobacco plant leaves expressing LDH-C4 were prepared for contraceptive vaccine trials in mice. 
The transgenic plants ejqpressing LDH-C4 were generated prior to this experiment.
